received his bachelor's degree from Southern Illinois

University in 1995; he completed his master's degree studies at

Western Kentucky University in 1997 in the field of

industrial-occupational psychology; and

WHEREAS, He was employed in Information Services at CEFCU

(Citizens Equity First Credit Union); and

WHEREAS, He was an active volunteer with the American Red

Cross and the Relay for Life; he was active in the American

Brain Tumor Association and that Association honored Mark by

establishing an academic fellowship in his honor, known as the

Mark Linder/American Brain Tumor Association Fellowship; and

WHEREAS, Mark founded the Walk for the Mind, a fundraiser
